How to Dust a Room. There are two 
ways of dusting a room. One is to take a 
feather brush, and, by briskly whisking off the 
polished surfaces of wood or marble, disperse 
into the breathing air the entire quantity of 
dust particles there accumulated. The other 
is to carefully wipe with a cotton or silken 
duster or chamois skin the needed articles, and 
then 6hake out the cloth either into the open 
air or into a fire-place in use, where the 
draught of air would carry the dust up the 
chimney. It is very hard work in a house 
where there is furnace heat or soft coal fires to 
keep the furniture dusted. An -old silk hand- 
kerchief makes a good duster. 

Wall Colors for Dining-room. In a dining- 
room haying abundant light, such colors as 
olive, of a middle shade, light green, purplish 
or reddish brown and red of capucine, lakey 
coral and scarlet hues may be prominent in the 
composition, Where blue and white are in 
patterns in which rich brown or Indian red 
dominate, the latter are improved by their 
presence. 

Polish, for Brass Ornaments Inlaid in 
"Wood. If the brass- work is very dull, file it 
with a small, smooth file ; then polish it with a 
piece of soft felt dipped in Tripoli powder 
mixed with linseed oil until the desired effect 
is obtained.

To remove Stains and Grease from a 
Carpet. A mixture which is excellent for re- 
moving grease spots and stains from carpet and 
clothing is made from two ounces of ammonia, 
two ounces of white castile soap, one ounce of 
glycerine, one ounce of ether; cut the soap 
fine, dissolve in one pint of water over the fire : 
add two quarts of water. This should be mixed 
with water In proportion to a tea-cupful to one 
ordinary sized pail of water.* Mix thoroughly, 
and wash soiled garments in it. For removing 
spots use a sponge or clean flannel cloth, and 
with a cloth rub as dry as possible. Woolen 
goods may be made to look bright and fresh by 
being sponged with this. 

Varnish for Fancy Work. An excel- 
lent varnish for hanging baskets, or for leather 
work, is made of half a pound of asphaltum 
in one pint of turpentine. Let it stand over 
night before using. Card-receivers and watch- 
receivers can be made out of butternut shells 
and varnished with this preparation. It is use- 
ful also for cones and acorns. 

To Re-cover Piano Hammers. Get felt 
of graduated thickness, cut in strips the exact 
width, touch only the two ends with glue — not 
the part-' striking the strings. Hold In place 
with springs of narrow hoop iron.

Imitation Coral Coating. To imitate coral 
work on a pasteboard basket card receiver, 
dissolve sealing wax of the desired color in 
first-proof alcohol, and then stir in rice, sage 
and 6mall pieces of tapioca. Then apply with 
a broad camel's hair brush. Enameled paint- 
ings may thus be produced, using several colors 
and shades of ceiling wax kept in separate 
vessels. 

Hanging of Pictures. Small pictures should 
never be hung below large heavy ones; the 
latter appear best „ in narrow spaces between 
moldings and other convenient nooks, or, if 
of high merit, resting on cabinet6 or mantles. 
In all cases these should be as near as possible 
in line with the eye. A single" subject vividly 
portrayed may even be mounted over the door. 

^Hearth Tiles. Mottled brown tiles in varied 
shades are now widely in use for hearths, their 
warmth and depth of tone contrasting well 
with the bright colored rays shining out from 
the pieces of lncrusted parti-colored glass 
covering the jets of flame. They are in good 
keeping, also, with mahogany and cedar man 
ties. 

^The extreme brilliancy 'given to colors in 
the glass used for jeweling lamp [screens, etc., 
is due to the presence of lead.

How to Change Blue Prints to Dark 
Brown. Dissolve a piece of caustic potash 
about the size of an ordinary soup bean in five 
ounces of water. It will dissolve in a few 
minutes. Place your blue prints in this solu- 
tion, and in a short time they will fade to a pale 
orange yellow color. When all the blue tiuts 
have disappeared, wash in clean water. Now 
dissolve a partly heaped up teaspoonf ul of tan- 
nic acid in about half a pint of water. Pat 
your yellow prints into this bath, and they 
will immediately begin to assume a brown 
tone. Permit them to remain in the tannic 
bath until they are as dark as you desire, then 
take them out, wash well, and dry. — American 
Machinist. 

To Preserve Steel Goods from Bust. 
After bright grates have been thoroughly 
cleaned, they should be dusted over with un- 
slacked lime, and thus left until wanted. All 
the coils of piano wires are thus sprinkled, and 
will keep from rust for many. years. Table- 
knives which are not in constant use ought to 
be put in a case in which sifted quick-lime is 
placed about eight inches deep. They should 
be pluDged to the top of the blades, but the 
lime should not touch the handles. 

It is an interesting: fact that the earliest 
colored glass windows were architectural, not 
pictorial, and colors and style had reference to 
the design of the building. The pictorial in its 
development was for a long period influenced 
by architectural considerations, and, indeed, 
in ancient work these were seldom lost sight 
of.
